HIS DEPARTURE FROM NEW YORK. BEGIN TEXT: 

"DEAR MR. PRESIDENT: BEFORE YOU LEAVE NEW YORK FOLLOWING 
YOUR ADDRESS BEFORE THE UNITED NATIONS, I WANTED TO EXTEND 
TO YOU MY PERSONAL GREETINGS. PLEASE ACCEPT, AS WELL, MY 
ADMIRATION FOR YOUR CONSTRUCTIVE EFFORTS TO HELP SOLVE 
THE ECONOMIC PROBLEMS FACING US ALL. 

I REGRET THAT THE PRESSING EVENTS OF BOTH OF OUR SCHEDULES 
DID NOT ALLOW US TO EXCHANGE VIEWS PERSONALLY. I VERY MUCH 
VALUE OUR FRIENDSHIP AND OUR CONTINUING CONSULTATIONS. THEY 
ARE SYMBOLIC OF THE LONG AND ENDURING TIES BETWEEN OUR TWO 
COUNTRIES. SINCERELY, RICHARD NIXON." END TEXT. 
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2. THE WHITE HOUSE DOES NOT PLAN TO RELEASE THIS TEXT 
BUT HAS NO OBJECTION IF THE LIBERIAN GOVERNMENT WISHES TO 
DO SO. KISSINGER 
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
